TOWN WARRANT.

[L. 8.] Tue State or New HampsuHiRe. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Salem, in the County of 
Rockingham, in said State, qualified to vote in town 
affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town house, in 
said town, on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of March, next, 
at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


ArtTicLE 1. To choose all necessary town officers for 
the ensuing year. 


Art. 2. Toraise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges, for the ensuing year, and make 
appropriation for same. 


Art. 3. To see if the town will vote to raise any more 
money for the repairs of highways than the law requires. 


Art. 4. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, com- 
mittees or officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


Art. 5. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
town treasurer to hire with the approval of the selectmen, 
such sums of money as he may need for general purposes, 
in anticipation of taxes. 


Art. 6. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise the sum of one hundred (100) dollars, or any part 
thereof, for the use of the Gilman E. Sleeper Post, No. 60, 
G. A. R., to be expended in the observance of Memorial 
Day, in the year 1916. 
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Art. 7. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise two hundred and fifty (250) dollars, or any part 
thereof, for the support of the Salem Free Public Library 
for the year 1916. 


Art. 8. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
fix the salary of the Justice of the Municipal Court at a 
sum not exceeding two hundred (200) dollars a year, and 
raise money therefor. 


Art. 9. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
secure a comprehensive plan as to the construction, repair, 
or reconstruction of the town’s roads, with the aid of the 
State Highway Commission, and to appropriate two hun- 
dred and fifty (250) dollars therefor. 


Art. 10. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise the sum of one hundred and twenty-five (125) dollars, 
or any part thereof, for the purchase of necessary equip- 
ment for the sealer of weights and measures. 


Art. 11. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise five thousand two hundred and eight dollars and 
thirty-three cents ($5,208.33) to pay note and interest held 
by National Bank of Methuen against the town. 


Art. 12. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise four thousand (4,000) dollars, or any part thereof, to 
be expended on Rockingham Road. 


Art. 13. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
sell the water works at public auction, on or before June 1, 
1916, and the proceeds of said sale go to pay the balance 
due on the water bonds. 


Art. 14. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
adopt the following scale of prices for water supply:

All abatements will date from the time when notice of 


vacancy is left at the office of the water company, and no 


abatement will be made unless such notice is given.

Art. 15. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
authorize the water commissioners to collect all bills for 
water supply. Bills for water supply shall be presented on 
the first of January and July of each year for the following 
six months, and are payable any time before the expiration 
of the six months following the date of the bill. To all 
persons whose water bill remains unpaid at the expiration 
of six months from date of bill a notice similar to the fol- 
lowing:

shall be sent to the delinquent, and if the said bill shall 
remain unpaid at the expiration of this notice, then the 
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said water commissioners or their agents shall proceed to 
shut off the water supply and the amount due on said bill 
for the last seven (7) months shall be abated, but any 
unpaid bill in excess of seven (7) months shall be paid to 
the water department by the water commissioners. 

A copy of this vote shall be sent to every property owner 
in the town of Salem. 

This vote shall take effect on and after July 1, 1916. 


Art. 16. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise two thousand (2,000) dollars for a period of eight (8) 
years to create a sinking fund to pay for water bonds when 
due. 


Art. 17. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
extend the water from the main pipes to the Methuen line 
on the Haverhill road below Wilson’s Corner, and thence 
to the Methuen line below the cottage of Etta L. Wilson, 
and raise money for the same. 


Art. 18. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
extend its water mains from a point east of Point A. Station, 
southeasterly by the highway to No. 8 schoolhouse corner, 
thence southerly to Joy’s Corner, thence southerly to the 
state line, all east of the Massachusetts Northeastern Street 
Railway tracks, and raise money for the same by taxation, 
three thousand (3,000) dollars in 1916, and two (2) notes 
for three thousand (8,000) dollars each, maturing, one in 
1917, and the other in 1918. 


ArT. 19. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
lay six-inch water pipes from Point A. to No. 8 schoolhouse, 
thence to house of John Brista and bond town for the same. 


Art. 20. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise one hundred (100) dollars, or any part thereof, to 
widen the culvert near the house of George W. Palmer, 
and place guard rails on same. 


ArT. 21. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise two hundred (200) dollars to be expended on the road 
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leading from Wilson’s Corner to Dan Merrill’s Corner, so 
called. 


Art. 22. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise one hundred (100) dollars to be expended on the road 
leading from Thorndyke Foster Corner, so called, to Cluff’s 
Crossing. | 


ArT. 23. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise three hundred (300) dollars, to be expended on the 
road from Ewin’s Corner to the residence of Lincoln Hunt. 


Arr. 24. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise one hundred (100) dollars to be expended on the road 
leading from Bryant’s Corner to the house of George M. 
Woodbury. 


ArT. 25. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
accept Park Avenue as a public highway. 


Art. 26. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
accept Willow Avenue as a public highway. 


Art. 27. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise one hundred and fifty (150) dollars for repairs on 
Granite Avenue from the residence of Mr. C. E. Merrill, 
Jr., to Main Street. 


Art. 28. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise one hundred (100) dollars, or any part thereof, to 
improve Church Avenue. 


Art. 29. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise the sum of four hundred (400) dollars, or any part 
thereof, to repair Clinton Street, so called, in Salem Depot 
Village. 


- Art. 30. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise a sum not exceeding one hundred and fifty (150) dol- 
lars for the repair of the roadway at Canobie Lake, one 
half to be expended each side of Cross’ Grove. 
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Art. 31. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise two hundred (200) dollars, or any part thereof, to be 
laid out to widen the road, and make it less dangerous, at 
the curve south of J. W. Wheeler’s house. 


ArT. 32. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise the sum of five hundred (500) dollars, or any part 
thereof, to be laid out on the highway from the bridge north 
of Wheeler’s Mills to the residence of John W. Wheeler. 


ArT. 33. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
repair the macadam road, commencing at the state line at 
Hampshire Road, extending toward what is known as 
Joy’s Corner, and raise money for the same. 


Art. 34. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise one hundred (100) dollars to repair the sidewalk on 
North Broadway from the house of the late F. P. Woodbury, 
to the Granite State Chip Factory. 


Art. 35. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
secure a motor fire apparatus to be located at the Depot 
Fire House, and to appropriate money therefor. 


ArvT. 36. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise a sum not exceeding seven thousand (7,000) dollars 
for the purchase of a triple combination fire truck, and 
raise money therefor. 


Art. 37. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise money to purchase one or more Ford Fire Trucks, to 
cost not more than fifteen hundred (1,500) dollars. 


Art. 38. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
accept Martin Avenue as a street. 


Art. 39. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise five hundred (500) dollars to repair the road between 
Point A. and Kelley’s Crossing. 


Art. 40. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise five hundred (500) dollars, or any part thereof, to be 
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expended on Poverty Street, commencing at Dan Merrill’s 
Corner, so called. 


Art. 41. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
extend the electric lights from Bryant’s Corner to Wood- 
bury’s Corner, Millville. 


Art. 42. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
extend the electric lights from Clover Leaf Farm to the 
corner below the residence of Orrin Reed, and raise money 
for the same. 


Art. 43. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
extend the electric lights from the house of Mrs. Carpenter 
to Cluff’s Crossing on Rockingham Road. 


Art. 44. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
install an electric light at the entrance of Cross’ Road 
leading to Lake Cottages at house of James H. Lord, and 
one at the junction of the three roads in Cross’ Grove. 


Art. 45. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
put one electric light on Brookdale Road, so called, opposite 
to the Flume Road. 


Art. 46. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise the sum of three hundred (300) dollars, to lay out and 
fence the enlargement to Mt. Pleasant Cemetery. 


Art. 47. By request. ‘To see if the town will vote to 
raise five hundred (500) dollars to be expended in building 
a wall on Main Street front of Pine Grove Cemetery, to be 
expended by direction of the trustees of the cemetery. 


Art. 48. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
accept from Stacy L. Rogers, the sum of one hundred (100) 
dollars as a perpetual fund, the interest to be expended in 
the care of the lot in Pine Grove Cemetery known as the 
Laroy Rogers lot. 


To see if the town will vote to 
accept from the Emeline F. Simons estate the sum of one 
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hundred (100) dollars, as a perpetual fund, the interest to 
be expended in the care of the Edmond F. Simons lot in 
Mount Pleasant Cemetery. 


To see if the town will vote to 
accept from the estate of Emeline F. Simons, the sum of 
fifty (50) dollars, as a perpetual fund, the interest to be 
expended in the care of the Enoch Taylor lot in Mount 
Pleasant Cemetery.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


In accordance with an act of the Legislature of 1915, 
relating to health officers, a health officer was appointed by 
the State Board of Health and the health officer, with the 
selectmen, constitute the board of health of the town. 

The act went into effect June 1, 1915, and the present 
health officer assumed the duties of the position at that 
time. Since that date there have been but few cases of 
contagious disease in town. 

There have been six cases of measles, three of scarlet 
fever, three of diphtheria and one of typhoid, and no 
deaths from these diseases. 

There has been one death from consumption during the 
year. 

In October the State Board of Health requested the 
health officers of the state to distribute vaccination cards 
to the teachers in the several schools. Cards were dis- 
tributed in this town and it is desired by the State Board 
that all children shall be vaccinated before the opening of 
the next school year. 

Diphtheria antitoxin is now furnished free by the state 
for the use of physicians within the state. 

Samples of water from wells used as a supply for the 
schools have been sent to the State Laboratory for analysis 
at different times during the summer. Where the wells 
were found to be polluted the use of the water has been 
stopped. 

During the summer there were some complaints regard- 
ing overflowing cesspools. In most cases these conditions 
have been remedied.

SALEM FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


TWENTY-THIRD ANNUAL TRUSTEES’ REPORT. 


At the beginning of the current year officers were chosen 
as follows: Clinton L. Silver, chairman; Daniel A. Abbott, 
treasurer; Walter Scott, secretary; Mrs. Hattie F. Abbott,. 
librarian. 

The trustees are pleased to note the increasing interest. 
manifested in the library as an important educational fac-. 
tor in the life of our community. 

Books of fiction are, as always, in large demand, and when. 
selected with the care that we try to exercise, have an im- 
portant and beneficial effect in stimulating the mental and. 
moral growth of our youth. 

Our standard works, too, have been in good demand and 
have proved to be an important factor in our service to the 
reading public. 

Our standard reference books are also of much service to. 
school-teachers and pupils. In this connection, we wish 
to again call attention to the fact that any holder of a card 
has the privilege of obtaining two books at the same time, 
instead of one only as formerly—one book to be fiction, the 
other reference or non-fiction. 

We are glad to acknowledge with appreciation the help. 
of those who have assisted us in maintaining the service: 
of the library on its present plane, whether by the donation 
of books or otherwise. 

An edition of the Century Dictionary has been added to. 
our list of Standard Reference Works, through the kind- 
ness of the Nevins Memorial Library of Methuen. This. 
work which is in six volumes, is, of well-known and unques- 
tioned authority and may well be considered an. addition 
to the equipment of any library. 

The extension of service facilities to Salem Depot and 
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North Salem has, in the last few years, very largely in- 
creased the number of patrons of the library, while during 
the current year a sentiment has arisen in the southern 
part of the town calling for the establishment of a branch 
station in a convenient place, and giving service similar to 
that extended to the Depot and North Salem. 

The trustees are pleased to see in the strength of this 
sentiment a tribute to the growing value of the library 
service to the community as a whole. However, the es- 
tablishment of this branch will necessitate the transporta- 
tion of books and the selection of a suitable person as cus- 
todian to perform the duty of distribution. In view of the 
extremely limited funds at our disposal, it is clear that the 
ever-present question of expense will have to be met by an 
increased appropriation. 

Moreover, it will be generally understood that, as the 
library grows older, the item of replacements tends to in- 
- erease; this is also true in regard to the items of rebinding 
and purchase of new books. Furthermore, the expense 
chargeable to all these items is still further increased by 
the continual expansion of the service to patrons. 

We therefore feel that in order to maintain our present 
standard of service as well as to meet in addition the fur- 
ther demands likely soon to be made upon us, we shall 
need for the coming year an appropriation of not less than 

two hundred and fifty dollars. 

We know of no town in the state which has better 
library facilities, for its size, than Salem, and we confidently 
expect, that the town, at its annual meeting, will endorse 
our modest recommendation, to the end that we may main- 
tain and still further improve our standard of service.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


a 


To the School Board and Citizens of Salem:— 


I present herewith my fourth annual report as superin- 
tendent of schools, together with the special reports of the 
Music, Domestic Arts, and Manual Training teachers. 
The usual statistics will be found and a careful study of 
~ them will yield many interesting facts. For instance, the 
promotion and retardation table will reveal that the average 
age of our graduates is 13 years, which is below the accepted 
standard. This fact means that this grade is not clogged 
with many pupils over age. The figures for the sixth grade, 
however, show that there were such pupils enrolled there. 

The per cent of attendance for the year closing in July 
was lower than usual owing to a severe epidemic of measles. 
It does not promise to be much better this year because of 
the enforced vaccination and much sickness this winter. 
Our town is faring better than most towns in the latter 
respect. There are still a few families where the parents 
do not feel a due responsibility in seeing that their children 
attend regularly. Children under eight years of age are 
not obliged to be in school, but if they are there their at- 
tendance should be regular, and if this is not so their prog- 
ress and the progress of others will be retarded and they 
should cease attendance. We have several such cases, 
especially in the village schools, and such pupils fail of 
promotion during the first two years. 

We have attempted nothing spectacular in any of our 
schools. Every teacher employed this year is trained, 
although the average teaching cost is a little lower, owing 
to the fact that not so many are receiving a maximum 
salary. Our average salary is fair, but our maximum is be- 
low the state average for the same class of work. The 
question of securing and retaining good teachers is a vital 
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one for the rural superintendent and he cannot do good 
work without them. The teachers of Salem rank high when 
compared with like country school districts. 

During the year a Parent Teachers’ Association was 
formed and this association took up the financing of the 
cooking and manual training courses. They have met 
with merited success and have raised the necessary money. 
Members of the Salem Development Association have 
aided their efforts. The voters should uphold their good 
work by seeing that enough money is supplied by appro- 
priation to properly carry on these courses in the future. 
Persons interested in the schools from all sections of the 
district should unite with this association in order that the 
- claim may not be made that it is dominated by any one 
section or faction. Its aim is to make better schools. 

Thirty-two pupils graduated from the schools last June; 
and 21, or 65 per cent, are continuing their studies else- 
where. Salem has pupils in secondary schools as follows: 
_ Methuen High School, 36; Pinkerton Academy, 9; Law- 
rence High School, 3; and Tilton Seminary, 1. Three of 
the graduates have removed from town but are continuing 
their studies. 

On the whole our buildings are in good condition, well 
equipped, and properly supplied with the necessities for 
carrying on good schools. Perhaps the greatest fault can 
be found with toilet facilities in the one room schools. 
Number 7 is the only one of the six having an outhouse 
connected with the main building and under direct obser- 
vation of the teacher. I suggest a constructive program to 
remedy these and the raising of enough money to remodel 
the outhouses at Numbers 4 and 10 this year. The evils 
of the unjacketed box stove are so well set forth in an 
article in the Manchester Union for Health Day, January 21, 
1916, by State Superintendent Morrison that I quote at 
length: ‘‘The box stove and long stove pipe of blessed 
memory in the little red schoolhouse have probably been 
responsible for a frightful toll of victims. This form of 
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heating and ventilating apparatus means, in the first place, 
no air at all, except the limited amount which comes in at 
the door and around the windows, and as to heat, it means 
100 to 120 degrees of parching heat on the front seats and 
just above the children’s heads, with 30 to 50 degrees on the 
floor and in the rear of the room. There have been in- 
stalled in a great many one-room schools in the state a 
very inexpensive and, at the same time, extremely efficient 
piece of apparatus known as the jacketed stove. This 
apparatus, with a milk pan on top of the stove kept filled 
with water, furnishes, on the whole, better heat and ven- 
tilation than most of the expensive ventilating systems in 
the large city schools.” 

The personal observation of your superintendent and the 
weekly report cards of the teachers demonstrate the above 
beyond a doubt. We have six of the unjacketed box stoves. 
The expense per jacket is about $10, and since no large 
outlay is needed it seems to me that the small sum of $60 
could be invested in this project. Other repairs such as — 
painting Number Seven building, etc., come under the 
head of general repairs and are well known to the school 
board. 

The drinking water used by the several schools has been 
analyzed, some condemned and discarded and some ap- 
proved. It is perhaps sufficient to say at this time that the 
health of the pupils is properly safeguarded in this matter. 

Last spring Enterprise Grange offered a prize for the most 
improvement shown in school gardens or yards, and as a 
result Number Four School was presented a picture. Our 
school yards are neglected. Perhaps it is not necessary to 
raise money by taxation to improve them, but local pride 
and patriotism might start a campaign which would enlist 
the patrons of each school and cause these yards to be put 
in better condition. I suggest to the enthusiastic teacher 
or other interested party the inauguration of such a plan. 

We wish to commend the patriotic spirit of Mr. N. J. 
Harnois who has presented the Depot School with a large 
picture of ‘‘ Washington Crossing the Delaware.”’ 
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Since we formerly had agriculture in our schools I should 
like to say a word about the work done by Mr. Carlisle 
and Miss Sanborn. This work was independent of the 
schools, but created an interest and enrolled many of the 
older boys and girls. The Woman’s Club interested the 
younger pupils of both sexes in home gardens, and in spite 
of difficulties of season had a good exhibit. They are 
perfecting plans for the same work next year and should 
receive encouragement. The efforts of the above have 
increased the interest in agriculture beyond anything that 
we have before done. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the school board and 
public for support and consideration.

To Superintendent Winslow and School Board of Salem: 


In making a report of the musical study in the schools of 
Salem, your supervisor will attempt to give something of 
the conditions which existed at his latest visits and, more 
particularly, to explain the lines, or methods, which have 
been followed closely the past year. 

The recitation of the Key stories, a method which was. 
introduced last year, has been strictly applied, and is cer- 
tainly proving its value. The Key stories are quickly 
adopted and taught by the grade teachers, as they contain 
the principles of other school studies in a general way, 
making it much easier to present the subject understand- 
ingly. 

All of the pupils above. the first grade are required to 
voice the stories, and write them many times, making 
it impossible for any to remain in ignorance of the technical 
points of music, at least. The graduating grade is given 
a rigid examination in all of the points usually taught in 
graded schools, and the pupils should be able to pass all 
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required conditions to higher schools or academies, if they 
go further in educational work. 

Rhythmic study in the intermediate grades has still been 
very prominent, by the use of the French time language, 
the pupils demonstrating the great value of this system, 
by individual application. 

I shall not take up the work of the several schools sepa- 
rately, as has generally been my custom in past years, but 
will reiterate that there has been no diminishing of interest 
or enthusiasm by the pupils, and that there has been marked 
advancement in the ability to read music, and to learn songs 
more quickly, because of the application of the latest meth- 
ods. 

The personnel of the schools changes by graduation and 
admission of new pupils, which makes it impossible for 
any school to retain the same standing before the public 
from year to year, but the same general course is pursued as 
heretofore, and later years may again bring the favorites 
of today to the front. 

Last June, all of the schools were assembled for graduation 
at the centre Methodist church, and, because of the great 
prominence of the European War, the national songs of 
the countries engaged in the strife were sung, and the flags 
of the several nations were displayed, which made it a very 
interesting and instructive entertainment. Each school 
‘represented a separate nation, and not a little interest was 
evinced by the pupils in their eagerness to excel in their 
class songs. The patriotic melodies of this country were 
sung by the combined schools, making a large and powerful 
chorus, which was much enjoyed by the audience present. 
The hope was at that time expressed by your supervisor 
that we should have the extreme pleasure of celebrating the 
dawn of peace this year, in like manner, but, at this writing, 
the return of peace to these stricken lands seems almost 
too far removed, of which to even dream. 

My thanks are due to the excellent corps of teachers, who 
have faithfully co-operated in the presentation of the work; 
to the pupils, for highest endeavor and courtesy; to the 
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superintendent of schools and school board, for all desired 
material with which to forward the study of music; and to 
the many friends who assisted in the presentation of the 
programme at graduation.

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REPORT OF MANUAL TRAINING DEPARTMENT. 


The results toward which we have been aiming are at 
least twofold: To give the pupils a working knowledge of 
the common tools, and also to give them the mental stim- 
ulus which comes from solving the problems which arise 
in the course of constructing some object in which they 
are keenly interested; problems which vary from common 
fractions and board measure to proportion of parts, choice 
of wood related to utility, and suitability of design. 

Owing to the necessity of having two grades at work 
at the same time the individual method of instruction has 
been followed. The most commonly used joints have been 
taught as, crosslap, mortise and tenon, rabbet, nailed and 
glued, screwed; also screwed and braced. 

The projects this year are larger for the eighth grade, 
including medicine chests with panel doors, and bookcases, 
The other grades have made or are making tabourets, 
plant stands, footstools and various types of boxes. 

A keen interest is shown as evidenced by the early ar- 
rival and late departure of the pupils. A marked increase 
in independence of thought, originality of design, and readi- 
ness in making and interpreting a working plan may be 
noted in those who are having work for the second year. 

The need of a fuller equipment is urgent; a comparatively 
small sum expended would result in a much greater degree 
of effectiveness.

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REPORT OF DOMESTIC ARTS. 


Since the opening of school in September there have been 
three cooking classes. One each from the sixth, seventh, 
and eighth grades—five girls from No. 6 in the sixth grade 
class; six girls from No. 8 and No. 6 in the seventh grade 
class; and nine girls from Nos. 1, 8 and 6 in the eighth grade 
class. 

The lessons have included, in sixth grade:—Egg biscuit, 
potato soup, griddle cakes, cake without eggs, butter taffy, 
date cake, corn soup, Sunday hot bread, pop overs, cham- 
bery potatoes, corn cake, chocolate cornstarch pudding. 

Seventh grade:—Canning of peaches, making of apple 
and peach jelly, shortcake, egg biscuit, potato soup, fruit 
rolls, eggless, milkless, butterless cake, meat loaf for boys’ 
and girls’ dinner, fruit cake, filled cookies, chocolate cups, 
fish balls, bran cookies, orange cookies, coffee cake. 

Eighth grade—Canning of peaches, making apple, peach 
and grape jelly, Dutch apple cake, apple pie, apple fritters, 
gingerbread, steamed chocolate pudding, Washington pies 
‘for boys’ and girls’ dinner, peach cottage pudding, cooked 
mince meat, mince pies, cranberry pie, doughnuts, mashed 
potatoes and pork chops with apples, orange pudding. 

Raised bread will be made in the spring term.
